Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7-9, 14, 21-23, 28 and 36-38 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

Claims 7-9, 21-23 and 36-38, "the Arbitrated Loop" lacks a proper reference to 
independent claims 1,15 and 29. respectively, since none of the independent claims recite an 
Arbitrated Loop as part of the Fibre Channel network. 

In claims 14 and 28, -to- should be inserted after "response" in line 2. 

Appropriate connection is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-46 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The closest prior art such as Sicola ("SCSI-3 Fault Tolerant Controller Configurations utilizing 
sec & New Event Codes") provides verification of an Attach Component Device service action 
(page 13, "Functional Description"), but does not mention verification of a path associated with a 
connection change.
